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I. INTRODUCTION AND ANALY8I8 DESIGN 

Public television added 5 new licensees and 7 new stations 
in fiscal year 1974; an average station's air time increased 
5.7 percent over the previous year; and an average 
licensee s production hours increased 2.3 percent. The 
money income of public television licensees increased 
from $175 million in fiscal year 1973 to nearly $200 million 
in fiscal year 1974, up 14.4 percent. However, considering 
the inflation during the year; such increase in real terms 
was only slightly over 5 percent (see highlights). 

This report covers financial, employment, broadcast and 
production activities of public television licensees 1 and 
stations 2 in fiscal year 1974. The data for finance and 
employment— based on all 154 licensees on the air during 
fiscal year 1974. and (2) data for broadcast and production 
hours from 149 licensees and 235 stations on the air from 
the beginning of fiscal year 1974. 

Financial data are presented and examined by source of 
income and purpose of expenditures. Detailed ex- 
aminations are made of income, operating costs, and 
capital expenditures for television operations of the 
licensees. Employment data are tabulated for all employ- 
ment and minority employment in terms ot employment 
status, sex. and occupation. Data on broadcast hours are 
computed and presented in terms of total broadcast 
hours, type of programing, programing hours by day of 
week, and source of pro&iamlng. These programing hours 
are derived from station estimates of a typical week's daily 
broadcast hours for the periods when local schools are In- 
session and not-in-session. Figures thus derived cannot 
be considered to be exact. For data on production local 
production hours are computed by type of programing, 
production, and distribution. 

Previous fiscal years' data (historical data) available on the 
subject are also presented to show trends of public televi- 
sion licensees through fiscal year 1974. To show the vary- 
ing characteristics of licensee and station activities, data 
are presented artd^analyzed by three variables: type of 
licensee, geographic region, and adjusted budget size. 

Four Types of Licensees 

The licensees were categorized into four types in terms of 
the organizations to whom the television licenses were 
given. Such as: 

Institutions of H *her 
Education— Universities and 
colleges. 

Local Public School 

Systems— Local administrative un- 
its that primarily operate schools 
or contract for school services. 
These units rray 0 r may not be 
coterminous with county, city, or 
town boundaries. 



State/Municipal Authorities— State 
boards of education, State author- 
ities, and commissions set up by 
acts of legislation specifically to 
operate public stations and net- 
works. Also included are the one 
municipal authority established by 
the city of New York and the four 
nondomestic licensees in Amer- 
ican Samoa, Guam, Puerto Rico, 
and the Virgin Islands. 

Community Organizations—Inde- 
pendently created corporations and 
foundations not part of State or 
local governments.

The data contained In thi; report were collected in the 
1974 Annual Survey of Pub!^ Television Licensees con* 
ducted between August 1974 and April 1975 by the Cor- 
poration for Public Broadcasting. All 156 licensee* return- 
ed the questionnaires. Of this total, 154 licensees were on 
the air during the fiscal year. In most cases data were 
gathered from station general managers or executive 
directors. All information from the survey was manually 
edited end checked for errors. Follow-up procedures were 
employed to make necessary corrections. Verified data 
were then entered Into the computer files and checked 
again to ensure accuracy. Since the basic data used In this 
report were actual and total counts, Inferential statistical 
tests were not demonstrated and all data are presented 
simply in terms of the actual number, mean, and percen- 
tage. Definitions of the selected terms are presented in 
Appendix B. 



II. PUBLIC TELEVISION LICEN8EE8 AND 8TATION8 

As of Jun j 1974, there were 154 public television licensees 
in the aggregate United States. This is an increase of 2.7 
percrnt over the previous fiscal year. These licensees 
owned and operate 243 stations on the air. T he following 
table shows the number of licensees and stations 
operating on the air since fiscal year 1970:

III. FINANCE 

INCOME 

Total Money Income 

Total income for television operations for 154 licensees 
amounted to $199.7 million during fiscal year 1974, up 
14.4 percent over the 1973 total income of S174.7 million. 
The following table summarizes the growth of PTV 
licensees' income since fiscal > ,ar 1970.

Income by Source 

During fiscal year 1974. the largest amount of income for 
all licensees came from other State governments (17.4 
percent), followed by State boards of education (13.6 
percent), and public broadcasting agencies (11.9 percent). 
The Fedora! Government contributed 6.5 percent of the 
total income; however, this represents only the amounts 
that the Federal Government contributed directly to the 
licensees. In addition, sizable amounts of Federal monies 
were distributed to the licensees through CPB, According- 
ly, the real Federal amount was about 17 percent of the 
total income received by public television licensees during 
the period (figure 2 and tables 4 and 5)1 "

Ar^ong the major sources, income from business and in- 
dustry showed the largest increase (53.2 percent) between 
fiscal years 1973 and 1974. The State boards of education 
were the next largest increase (50.2 percent) during the 
period, followed by other local governments (32.5 
percent), public broadcasting agencies (32.2 percent), and 
subscribers (26.9 percent). However income from foun- 
dations su'fered a 14.5 percent decrease during the same 
period (figure 1 and table 4).

Community licensees received the largest amount of in- 
come ($94.8 million or 47.4 percent), while local public 
school system licensees reported the smallest amount 
-($14.2 million or 7.1 percent). In terms of mean Income per 
licensee. State/municipal licensees were first with $2.1 
million, closely followed by community licensees with $1 7 
million (table 5).

Patterns of income by source varied widely.among types 
of licensees. The recipients of the largest amounts of funds 
from institutions of higher education, local school boards, 
State school boards, and other State government sources 
were the corresponding types of public television 
licensees. Most of the funds from foundations, auctions, 
business and industry, and subscribers and individuals 
went to community licensees. Although CPB allocated Its 
funds to all types of licensees, most of its funds were dis- 
tributed to community licensees. Direct contributions to 
the licensees from the Federal Government were primarily 
distributed under HEW Facilities Grants (58.7 percent of 
the total) to all licensees (table 5). 



Income by State 

hcome sources of public television licensees varied great- 
ly among States. Seventeen percent of money income of 
ail licensees was received from Federal and CPB sources, 
51.0 percent from local and State tax sources 4 , and the 
remaining 32.1 percent from all other sources. In some 



•Local and State tax sources include income from local boards of 
education, local governments, state boards of education, State 
governments, and State Institutions of higher education. 
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States, local and State tax monies comprised almost the 
entire income of the licensees, while only a fraction of the 
licensees' income was attributed to such sources In other 
States (For detailed information see Appendix A.)

Subscription income for all licensees amounted to $21.1 
million during fiscal year 1974, representing a 26.9 percent 
increase over 1973. Subscribers also increased in 1974, 
up 32 3 percent over 1973.

As this table indicates, nearly 93 percent of total subscrip- 
tion income of all licensees and 91.2 percent of the total 
subscribers were attributed to community licensees (table 
4). 

Earmarked Income 

Income earmarked for contracted Instructional television 
services (ITV) was estimated to be $20.7 million during 
fiscal year 1974. This was 10.4 percent of the total money 
in :ome for television operations of all licensees. Other ear- 
marked income amounted to $18.8 million for national 
program underwriting. $12.1 million for local underwriting, 



5.1 million for other production contracts, and $28.7 
million for capital expenditures (figure 3 and table 2).

Institutional Support and Gifts 

Total Institutional support exceeded $20.4 million during 
fiscal year 1974. This is not money income but an es- 
timated dollar amount for the free services and tangible 
help for television operations received by the licensees 
from other supporting institutions. Of this amount, 44.7 
percent was reported by institutions of higher education 
and 31.6 percent was reported by community licensees. 

The total amount of gifts-in-kind was estimated at slightly 
less than V? million. Most of these gifts (54.8 percent of the 
total) were contributed to State/municipal licensees (table 

2). 

As the following table shows, the combined amounts of in- 
stitutional support and gifts have substantially increased 
every year since fiscal year 1970:

Total Direct Operating Costs 

Direct operating costs of the 154 licensees amounted to 
$161.7 million during fiscal year 1974. an increase of 17.9 
percent over the costs for the 150 licensees in fiscal year 
1973. Vhe most notable increases over fiscal year 1973 
were in the categories o* training and personnel develop- 
ment (38.0 percent) and production (32.4 percent), 
whereas the spending on programing decreased (6.5 per- 
cent) during the same period (tables 3. 6 and 7).

Direct Operating Costs by Disbursement Purpose 

Of the total direct operating cost3. ($161.7 million) 54.0 
percent was expended for salaries and the remaining 46.0 
percent was spent for other expenses during the reporting 
period (table 7). Under more specific categories the 
largest portion of the total direct operating costs was spent 
for production (29.1 percent), followed by technical costc 
(23.6 percent), and general and administrative costs (15 J 
percent). This pattern of disbursement differed among 
licensee types, especially in the categories of production, 
technical, instructional and school services, and develop- 
ment and fundraising. Community and public school 
licensees expended the largest portion of their monies on 
production, while State/municipal authorities and univer- 
sity licensees reported the greatest expenditures for 
technical purposes. Community licensees spent a con- 
siderable amount on development and 'undralsing (9.4 
percent), while all other types spent only small amounts for 
this purpose. Local public school systems expended 18.9 
percent of their total costs, for instructioi.nl and school

The leading categories of specific capital expenditures 
were transmitters (15.2 percent), buildings (11.5 percent). 
TV cameras (11.1 percent), and videotape recorders (11.1 
percent) (table 9). 

State/municipal authorities spent 36.8 percent of the total 
capital expenditures, followed by community licensees 
(32.7 percent), institutions of higher education (22.2 
percent), and local public school systems (8.3 percent) 
(tables 3 and 9).

Current capital expenditures in a given fiscal year do not 
represent the overall capital investments and viability of 
licensees and stations in operation. It merely shows how 
much capital expenditures were during the fiscal year. 
The total gross capital expenditures to date shows how 
much public television licensees had invested since their 
origination. However, the amount of capital expenditures 
to arte in this report was not adjusted for depreciation 
or appreciation over the years. 



IV EMPLOYMENT 



ALL EMPLOYMENT 

All Emptoyeee and Employment Status 

Employment counts were made as of June 30, 1974 for 
parsons who worked for television operations exclusively 
and for persons who work|d for both television and radio 
operations of dual licensees (joint employees). Most of the 
Joint employees worked primarily for television operations. 

In 1974, the 154 public television licensees employed 9,- 
293 persons In the aggregate United States: 7,100 full-time 
and 2,193 part-time. Of these, 8,578 worked exclusively for 
television and 715 worked for both television and radio 
operations. Of the total, 69.6 percent were males and 30.4 
percent were females. In 1974 the number of public televi- 
sion licensee employees increased by 9.6 percent over 
1973. The Increase was greater among full-time 
employees (11.2 percent), than among part-time 
employees (4.6 percent). 

Full-Tlme Empl o yees 

Of the 7,100 full-time employees, 6,567 were television 



only employees and 533 were joint employees. Full-time 
male employees outnumbered females by about 7 to 3. 

As the following table shows, the total number of full-time 
employees has steadily increased over the past 5 fiscal 
years, 1970-74: 

The percent change for 1973-74 showed an 11.2 percent 
increase In employment with an 8.8 percent increase for 
m%le employees and a 17.3 percent Increase for females. 
The overall pattern for employment is similar for the 5 year 
period: the number of full-time employees Increased by 
3B.6 percent with the females showing the highest In- 
crease, 40.8 percent, compared to the males, 29.5 percent- 
cables 10, 11 and 12). 

Part-Time Employees 

Of the total 2,193 employees In this category, 2,011 were 
television-only employees and 182 were joint employees. 
More male than female part-time workers were employed 
by public television licensees, 66.9 percent were male and 
33.1 percent were female .(tables 10, 11 and 12).

Of the total 7,100 full-time employees, 37.6 percent were 
classified as management and supervisory positions and 
62.4 percent were classified as other. The greatest 
proportion of the management and supervisory per- 
sonnel were males (78.9 percent); only 21.1 per- 
cent were females.

Minority Employees and Employment Statue 

As of June 30. 1974. the public television licensees In the 
United States reported 1,081 minority employees (997 
television-only and 84 Joint employees). Of these, 756 were 
full-time and the remaining 325 were part-time. 

These 1,081 minority employees constitute 11.6 percent of 
the total employees of public television licensees In the 
United States. As in the case of all employees, In all types 
of employment status, males outnumbered females, 
although the magnitudes of difference In employment 
rates between the sexes were not as distinctive (figure 6 
and table 17). 

Minority Employeee and Type of Minority Group 

As the following table indicates, Blacks led employee 
counts In both full-time and part-time status among the 
four minority groups, followed by Spanish-surnamed 
employees. Orientals and American Indians were 
represented in very small numbers.

MINORITY EMPLOYMENT 

The minority employment statistics contained in this report 
are based on data for four minority groups In the United 
States Black. Spanish surnamed, American Indian, and 
oriental As the term "minority" has different meanings In 
various outlying areas (American Samoa, Guam, Puerto 
Rico and the Virgin Islands), Inclusion of minority 
employees as a proportion of all employees In this region 
would be greatly misleading and would not provide a valid 
basis for comparison Accordingly, such data from the 
outlying areas are excluded from the minority counts.

Minority employees were generally under-represented 
among management and supervisory employees in the 
United States; 7.3 percent, or 1 59 of the total management 
and supervisory employees, 2,178, In the United States. 
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V. BROADCAST AND PRODUCTION 

A television station is "a unit that transmits a single televi- 
sion signal on a single channel." In public television, a con- 
siderable number of stations are equipped only with 
transmitting facilities and have no production facilities 
(studios). A number of public television stations during 
fiscal ^ear 1974 were simply "repeaters." On the other 
hand, TrT6st ftce»«^s-^nanaged a station or stations that 
operated one or more production facilities. Therefore, in 
this report, all broadcast activities were examined by 
stations and all production analyses were based on 
licensees 

There were 154 public television licensees and 243 
stations on the air during fiscal year 1974, an Increase of 4 
licensees and 7 stations over the previous fiscal year. 
Since several of these new licensees and stations were in 
operation for a relatively short period during the year, 
statistics for these stations ancHlcensees would have a dis- 
torting influence on the annual broadcast and production 
patterns of public television. To avoid suctf misleading 
statistics these new stations and licensees were 
eliminated from the analyses in this section of the report. 
Accordingly, the 235 stations on the air from the beginning 
of fiscal year 1974 and the 149 licensees active throughout 
that Interval were designated as the basic units for the 
analysis. 



BROADCAST HOURS 

Annual Broadcast Hours and Typo of Programing 

During fiscal year 1974. the 235 public television stations 
broadcast a total of 910.149 hours in the aggregate United 
States, up 12.4 percent over the previous fiscal year. The 
number of stations also Increased by 6.3 percent during 
the period. The annual mean broadcast hours per station 
rose slzably. a 5 7 percent increase.

The annual mean broadcast hours per station for general 
audience programing increased by 9.7 percent, while 
classroom programming decreased by 2.6 percent. This 
increase of general audience programing was largely due 
to the Increase in alr-tlme during the week-ends (figure 7 
and table 19). 



During this reporting period, 70.5 percent of ail air time 
was transmitted for general audience programing and the 
remaining 29.5 percent for classroom use. This difference 
in air time by type of programing was most apparent 
among stations licensed to universities, while it was less 
distinct among those stations licensed to local public 
school systems and State/municipal authorities. 
State/municipal stations were largest in both total broad- 
cast hours and mean broadcast hours per station, follow- 
ed by stations licensed to community organizations and 
universities. Compared to other types of stations, school 
stations devoted the largest proportion of all broadcast 
hours to classroom programing (tables 19-22). 

Broadcast Hours by Source 

The Public Broadcasting Service (PBS), the national inter- 
connection, increased its position as the largest source of 
programing, providing 46.4 percent of the total hours 
broadcast In fiscal year 1974. Since 1971, when It was the 
leading source of programing for the first time with 27.5 
percent of total broadcast time, PBS jumped to 39.2 pe*r 
cent in 1972, and 45.6 percent in 1973. However, the 
growth rate of PBS programing had slowed down 
somewhat in 1974. Locally produced programs, the 
leading source of programing until fiscal year 1970, 
slipped from 23.0 percent in 1971, to 21.1 percent In 1972, 
and 16.7 percent in 1973. In 1974 local programing declin- 
ed to 17.0 percent but still remained the leading source of 
classroom programing (25.2 percent). Regional Inter- 
connexion, Agency for Instructional Television/National 
Instructional Television (AIT/NIT), State interconnection, 
and commercial syndicates were the other notable 
sources of programing during the period (figure 7 and 
tables 24-26).

Broadcast Hours by Day of Week 

The weekly broadcast schedules of public television 
stations varied for the school-in-sesslon and not-in- 
session. On the average the broadcast schedule for the In- 
school period ran for 36 weeks and the schedule for out- 
of-school period ran for 16 weeks. 

During the school-in-sesslon period, broadcast hours per 
day differed considerably according to the day of the 
week, with stations on the air longer on weekdays (Monday

(Saturday and Sunday: 11.1 and 7.6 hours respectively). 
By programing type, 62.4 percent of the time was devoted 
to general audience and the remaining 37.6 percent was 
for classroom programing (tables 27, 29, and 30). 

During the school-not-in-sesslon period, most stations 
broadcast almost exclusively general audience programs 
(94.2 percent), and only 5.8 percent of air time was 
devoted to classroom use (tables 28, 31 and 32). 

In summary, classroom programing was on the air 
primarily when local schools were reported to be In- 
session, and programing for general audience was broad- 
cast evenly all year round. 

PRODUCTION HOURS 

Total Production Hours and Type of Production 

Total production hours during fiscal year 1974 totaled 39. 
679. an increase of 8.3 percent over 1973. These 149 
licensees produced nearly 70 percent of their programs In 
color. This shows a tremendous increase in color produc- 
tion considering that only a few years ago Such production 
was merely 36.4 percent of the total production. In 1974 an 
average licensee produced 266 hours of programs, an in- 
crease of 2.3 percent over fiscal year 1973 (figure 8 and 
table 33). 

Production Hours and Type of Programing 

Total producton hours for general audience use amounted 
to 80.0 percent of the total and the remaining 20.0 percent 
was for classroom use. More than iialf of the production 
hours for classroom use were made in black and white 
(59.2 percent), while production hours for general 
audience were mostly produced In color (76.6 percent). 
General audience programs were largely produced on 
tape (55.7 percent) and live (42.1 percent); classroom 
programs were mostly produced on tape (93.2 percent). 

Production hours for classroom use Increased con- 
siderably (20.7 percent) over the previous year, while 
hours produced for general audience increased by 5.6 
percent (tables 33 and 35). The percent distributions of 
production hours by type of programing during the last 4 
years are represented below:

Production Hours and Type of Distribution 

Of the total production hours, programs produced for local 
distribution were the leading category (74.7 percent), 
followed by regional and other Interconnections (21.9 
percent), and national distribution (3.4 percent). Of 
programs produced for national distribution, most (74.7 
percent) were produced for PBS.

Production hours by type of distribution varied widely 
among types of licensees. Although all licensee types 
produced most of their programs for local distribution, 
public school systems provided nearly 93 percent of the 
production for such purpose, while State/municipal 
licensees produced their programs for both local (65 per- 
cent) and State network (32 percent) distribution. Com- 
munity licensees provided the largest number of program 
hours for national distributions (figure 8 and tables 36 and 
37). 



Production Hours for Minority Programs 

In fiscal year 1974, 3,228 or 8.1 percent of the total produc- 
tion hours were devoted to ethnic, racial, and religious 
minority group programs, as shown In the following table:

DEFINITIONS OF SELECTED TERMS AND ORGANIZATIONS 



Adjusted Budget Size — Total operating expenses plus estimated value of 
institutional support. 

Aggregate United States —All States of the United States; District of 
Columbia; and U.S. territories such as American Samoa, Guam, Puerto Rico, 
and the Virgin Islands. 

Broadcast Houra— -Hours broadcast by public television stations during fiscal 
year 1974. 

Capital Expenditures— Expenditures for acquiring land, buildings, machinery, 
equipment, facilities, hardware, automotive equipment, and for significant 
improvements to existing major items of property and equipment. Not included 
(charged to operating costs) are supplies and materials, items with a life 
expectancy of less than 2 or 3 years, and items of inconsequential cost. 

Constant Dollars— Financial data adjusted for inflation by price and cost in- 
dexes of a given year, such as 1973-1974 dollars. 

Corporation for P ublic Broadcasting (CPB) — A nonprofit corporation established 
by Congress in 1967 to promote and help finance development of public radio and 
television. Its board is appointed by the President with the advice and consent 
of the Senate. 

Current Dollars — Financial data not adjusted for inflation. 

Direct Operating Costs (Operating Expenses) — Actual costs of operations which 
were budgeted for, and were under the management control of the individual 
station, network, or center. Depreciation, capital expenditures, repayment 
of loans, invested money, allocation oi money to reserve funds, or costs absorbed 
by other institutions are not included in this category. 

Earmarked Income— Income received by licensee that is intended to provide for 
specific services or activities, such as instructional television (ITV) ser- 
vices, underwriting, production contracts, and capital expenditures. 

Employment Status —Consists of full-time and part-time employees. 

(1) Full-time Employees — Those employees of the station or institution 
who were on the payroll as of June 30, 1973, and were paid for the 
full normal work week at no less than the Federal minimum wage— 
whether or not part of their time was allocated to other activities 
such as radio, closed-circuit television (CCTV), instructional tele- 
vision fixed service (ITFS), teaching, or other academic pursuits. 

(2) Part-time Employees — All other paid employees as of June 30, 1973, 
excluding unpaid students, volunteers, and occasional hourly workers. 

Gifts— Donations of machinery, equipment, supplies, or other tangible things 
of value, as distinct from money. 
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Great Plains National Instructional Television Library (GPNITL) — A non-profit 
organization of the University of Nebraska ia Lincoln, Nebraska, which develops 
and distributes instructional television courses to educational institutions 
and interested agencies* 

Income —All sources of money or appropriations of money received or entered in 
the books as receivable in the current reporting year* This does not include 
monies withdrawn from reserve accounts established with income or funds received 
in prior years, borrowed monies from banks and other sources, or gifts and 
institutional support from individuals and other institutions* 

Instructional Support —Estimated value of services and use of facilities pro- 
vided by supporting institutions. 

In t e r connec t ion includes: 

(1) National* Interconnect ion —Broadcast interconnection systems for 
national delivery of programs. Current administering agency is 
the Public Broadcasting Service (PBS). 

(2) Regional Interconnection —Broadcast interconnection systems for 
regional delivery of programs, e.g*: 

Central Educational Network (CEN) (Chicago, Illinois) 
Eastern Education Televsion Network (EEN) (Newton Falls, Mass*) 
Midwestern Educational Television, lac* (MET) (St* Paul, Minn*) 
Rocky Mountain Corporation for Public Broadcasting (RMCPB) 

(Albuquerque, New Mexico) 
Southern Educational Communications Association (SECA) (Columbia, 

South Carolina) 
Western Educational Network (WEN) (Spokane, Washington) 

(3) State Interconnection —Broadcast interconnection system which con- 
sists of the stations operated by independent licensees within a 
given state (e*g*, New York State interconnection)* 

(4) Other Interconnection — Broadcast interconnection systems other than 
those listed above (e*g*, private interconnections of independent 
stations)* 

Minority Employees — Employees with the following racial or ethnic backgrounds; 
Black, Spanish surnamed, American Indian, or Oriental* Because the term minority 
has different meanings in the outlying areas, data on minority employees from 
outlying areas were exluded from minority counts in this report* 

National Education Television. Ann Arbor (NET) — The tape and film distribution 
center for National Educational Television, division of WNET, New York* 

National Instructional Television Center (NITC) --A nonprofit organization of 
the Indiana University Foundation in Bloomington, Indiana, whose major function 
is to develop and distribute edcuational television materials* 

Production Costs — Costs associated with the production of programs and programing 
materials at a local station or network* 
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Programing Costs— Costs of acquirer; and Xcneduling programs. 

Programing for Classroom — Programing intended for classroom audiences, in- 
service training, college credits, etc. (Sometimes known as programing for 
instructional television, ITV.) 

Programing for General Audience— All programing other than programing for 
classroom. 

Public Broadcasting Service (PBS) --A nonprofit corporation in Washington, D.C., 
which manages the public television network; responsible for scheduling and 
operating the national program interconnection system. 

Public Television Library (PTL)--A nonprofit organization in Bloomington, 
Indiana, whose primary function is acquisition and distribution of public 
television programs. 

Public Television Licm.^.-Orpan^^^n that holds one Qr mQre i icenses to 
operate a public television station(s). 

Public Television Station -Unit that transmits a single public television signal 
on a single channel with a set of identifying call letters. 

School-in-Session -The period of the fiscal year when local schools are in session. 

School-not-in-Session — The period of the fiscal year when local schools are 
closed for vacations. 

Source of Programing — Origin of program delivery, such as programs locally pro- 
duced, national interconnection, etc. 

Technical Costs— Costs associated with repairs, maintenance, control, and tech- 
nical operations not includable elsewhere. 

Television Operations — This category is provided for setting out amounts which 
apply to broadcast television operations or production only. This does not in- 
clude radio and other operations, such as CCTV, ITFS, and other university or 
academic activities. 

Total Gross Capital Expenditures to Par a— An^w,! ^.h gross cap ital expenditures 
through June 30, 1974. Depreciation and inflation factors of the expenditures 
over the years are not taken into account for these amounts. 

Trainees — Paid employees engaged primarily in formal on-the-job training programs. 

Transfers of Funds from (Withdrawn from I nvestments and Prior Years' Appropriations) - 
Transfers of funds from reserve accounts, investments, or building funds and from 
other balances of funds appropriated or received in previous years. 

Type of Distribution (Purpose of Production) — Con.«M «.-* of (1) local distribution, 
(2) regional, State, and other interconnection distribution, and (3) national 
distribution.

Type of Production— Programs locally produced either live, on tape, or on film. 
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Type of Programing — Programing for classroom or for general audience.

SURVEY OF PUBLIC TELEVISION LICENSEES 



I . History and general description jf s urveys of public television 
licensees : 1969 - 1974. 



In July, 1969, the Corporation for Public Broadcasting (CPB) , aware 
of the need for credible statistics and information concerning its 
constituents 1 broadcasting operations , issued u grant to the 
National Association of Educational Broadcasters (NAEB) to develop 
and implement a management information system. 

To develop an appropriate survey instrument , various survey forms 
were examined and key people within the broadcasting industry and 
among station personnel were interviewed. Findings from these exami- 
nations and interviews were incorporated into the design of the 
fiscal year 1969 survey instrument. 

The Fiscal Year 1969 Survey of Public Television Licensees (the first 
comprehensive survey of this kind) was launched at the beginning of 
1970. The survey instruments were forwarded to the 124 known public 
television licensees; of these, 120 returned completed questionnaires. 
Because of failures in recordkeeping by licensees and because of 
possible ambiguities in the survey instrument, some data could not be 
obtained from certain stations. These data categories were dropped 
for all licensees and not included in the computer files. In July 
1970, the information project was placed under direct administration 
of the CPB, and the establishing of computer files of selected data 
gathered by the fiscal year 1969 survey was completed. 

Experience gained from the fiscal year 1969 survey was applied to 
revising and refining the instrument before the 1970 survey was 
undertaken. Of 137 licensees contacted for the latter survey, CPB 
received 136 responses. 

The contents of the fiscal year 1971 survey instrument were basically 
the same as those of the previous year; however, the survey was 
conducted in two parts: Part I was intended to collect information 
on quantitative data (financial, broadcast schedule, employment) 
which vary on a fiscal year basis. Part II was designed to obtain 
information on static data, such as listings of management personnel, 
station facilities, and studio equipment. The Part II instrument 
consisted of listings of computer records of these static data of the 
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previous year and required only corrections to update the informa- 
tion. Out of 142 licensees contacted, all 142 responded for the 
fiscal year 1971 survey. 

Only slight changes (such as modification of the financial and 
employment survey forms and some terminology) differentiated the 
fiscal years 19 72 - 1974 survey instruments from their predecessors 
/we , lslon llcensee s responded to the surveys for the period 
U45, 152, and 155) licensees for fiscal years 1972 through 1974 
respectively) . 



11 • Processing procedures and list of comp uter files for public 
television licensees 

Raw data from the survey questionnaires were manually edited and 
corrected for obvious error. Followup procedures were initiated 
with licensees to make the necessary corrections. Verified informa- 
tion was then entered into the computer files and checked again to 
ensure accuracy. 3 

The Corporation has constantly modified and improved its management- 
information computer files, primarily through utilization of time- 
sharing and remote-access retrieval capabilities. 

The following is a list of the computer files developed from data 
obtained through the annual surveys of the public television 
licensees : 

1. Financial file - Financial and promotion data 

2. Employee file - Employee data 

3. Station file - Station and transmission facilities and 

broadcast data 

4. Studio file - Studio facilities and production data
